* The Yemeni Republican Council 
has approved a provisional draft con- 
stitution of the Republic of Yemen. 
This Constitution bears a historical 
Significance as it means a land 
mark in the history of the Arab 
world. The new constitution declares 
that Yemen is an Islamic Democratic 
Arab Republic. The transition period 
is two years. 

* The Afghanistan Parliament ra- 
tified recently a new Constitution 
for the country. The constitution 
states that the religion of Afghanistan 
is the Sacred faith of Islam. The 
state disposes, of religious matters 
in accordance with the Hanafi Com- 
mand merits'. Those members of 
the nation who do not follow the 
the Islamic faith are free to conduct 
their religious Ceremonies within 
the limits of the laws formulated to 
maintain the decorum and tranquility 
of the public (chapter 1, Article 2.) 

* The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation observed this month the 
aniversary of the Palestine tragedy. 
President Jfamal Abdnl Nasser Said 
in his message to the Palestine Day 
Conference that the Arabs would 



exploit all their Sources of wealth 
to face the Israeli danger and that 
they would work hard to realize 
development. 

» The Prime Minister of Malaysia, 
Tunku Abdul Rahiman, Said, in 
Kuala tumpar, that he would write 
to the leaders of the Arab Nations 
and tell them that Malaysia had no 
intention of establishing deplomatic 
relations with Israel. 

* The Vatican has announced the 
establishment of a Section for Isla- 
mic Affairs. This Section will be 
attached to its special Secrateriate 
which deals with the affairs of world 
religious other than Christianity. 

* The Muslim students association 
of the United States and Canada has 
passed a resolution, at its Second 
Convention, which was held in Ur- 
bana, Illinois, about the necessity 
of promation of friendship among 
Muslim Organisations in the World. 
The resolution says : " Muslims 
Should be Urged to remember that 
they are the representatives of Islam 
and that their behaviour is regarded, 
by the nort - Muslims, as Muslim 
behaviour. n ; 
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Caliph : The matter stands quite 
clear then. We leave it to you to 
decide. You do not curb the Pharaoh 
a confirmed enemy of God. Do you 
think it is in any way lawful to 
curse those who keep up prayers 
and abserve the month of Ramadan 
and give alms? Surely we can pu- 
nish the transgressors, but can never 
curse.

On his ascending the throne of 
caliphate, Omar bin Abdul 'Am had 
to face of a rebellion raised by Bis- 
tam, a Kharijite, due to some dif- 
ference of opinion. The caliph wrote 
a short note to him, which ran as 
follows : 

" We learn that your sole aim 
is to regenerate the faith of Islam. 

We also, let it be known to you 
are bending our energies to the same 
end. Would not you, then, appreciate 
the idea of holding a debote between 
both the rival parties ? If we can 
advance convincing arguments, you 
will have to give allegiance to our 
authority. But if you get the better 
of us, we would consider the matter" 

Upon this Bistam commissioned 
two proxies to the court of the 
Caliph. 

The debate was convened, and 
the following words parsed between 
the Caliph and the representatives : 

Caliph : well, what reasons have 



you to justify yourselves to disturb 
the peace of the country ? 

Representatives : You have rid- 
den rough-shod over the desires and 
wishes of the people in general and 
your relatives in particular. You 
have confiscated their landed pro- 
perties. If they did a wroug [thing,. 
is it not quite justified, according 
to Islamic jurisprudence, to curse 
them ? 

Caliph : You do not seem to 
catch the point. 1 have taken back 
only what tttey had received either 
through unlawful means or because 
they did not deserve it. I do not see 
any necessity of upbraiding the un- 
believers and wrong-doers, nor is it 
supported by any verse or authority 
either of the Qur'an or the Traditions. 

Did you ever curse Pharaoh ? 
Do you believe honestly that it is 
incumbent upon you to do so ? 

Represeqtatives : We never curse 
the Pharooh,; nor is this an article 
of faith wit| us, 
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pillar ii the practise io! the obliga- 
tory prayers five tinles during the 
day, but how many perform the farz 
let alone the sunnat or nafl prayers? 
the third pillar is Zakat or charity, 
while this primarily means to give 
a percentage of your income to the 
poor in a certain month of the year 
we should not forget charity in our 
daily lives as well . . . how many 
times has a suppliant been thrust 
aside with a curse given instead of 
a coin, even if we cannot give money 
surely we can give a kind word, 
little as it may be, for charity also 
means love, understanding, tolerance, 
kindness and mercy ; the fourth 
pillar is fasting during the month of 
Ramadan when all Muslims must 
fast from dawn to dusk, but do we 
also abstain from indulging in anger, 
lying and cheating ; the fifth and 
final pillar is the Hajj or pilgrimage 
to Mecca, this is indeed a difficult 
task which often causes great sacri- 
fice but it is the envy of all the 



other religions, for it is the bond 
that once a year brings thousands 
of Muslims together from all parts 
of the world to worship and pay 
homage to the One God, Allah. 

All these things are the main 
roots of Islam and if we would only 
cultivate them in ourselves, then 
from these roots would spring forth 
the divine towering tree of our eternal 
faith whose green branches would 
give shade to our souls and whose 
fragrance would refresh our heart, 
it would give shelter from the storm 
of life and abundant sustenance to 
a hungry spirit. Water these roots 
with your tears of contrition, prune 
its branches with love and discrimi- 
nation, fertilise it with your very 
being, adore and cherish it in truth, 
and you will then live as only a 
Muslim can live. . . in happiness and 
and contentment.

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FUNDAMENTALS OF ISLAM

Many of us seem to forget the 
fundimentals of Islam and become 
lost in the wandering pathways of 
useless speculation on the finer 
points of Islamic theology and ttiouhgt 
until at last we are far from the 
basic teachings of Islam, finding 
ourselves living a life of petty rest- 
rictions that have very little mea- 
ning. Then, as we say, you cannot 
see the forest for the trees. . . in 
other words the whole becomes obs- 
cured by the part. It is a little like 
a carpenter who pays meticulous 
attention to the seat of a chair, car- 
ving it and polishing it, and in the 
process completely forgetting all 
about the legs of the chair 1 And how 
can you have a chair without legs ? 
It is a ridiculous thought. Even so 
does Islam lose its dignity and 
simplicity when insistence is put on 
form and not on spirit. It is there- 
fore important that we should keep 
in mind what are sometimes known 
as the Pillars of Faith aad the 
Pillars of Wisdom. 

In the Seven Pillars of Faith the 
first pillar is belief in Allah, the 
Eternal and One God who has no 
equal ; the second pillar is belief in 
in His angelM, of whom we are each 
said to have our Guardian Angel ; 



the third pillar is belief in the Books 
sent from Allah for our guidance, of 
which it is a fact that the Qoran is 
the only one to retain its original 
purity ; the fourth pillar is belief in 
all the prophets of Allah, such as 
Moses, Abraham, Jesus and Muham- 
mad ( may peace be upon them ), 
who brought the message of Allah 
to a wayward world ; the fifth pillar 
is belief in the Hereafter, of the 
continuation of life after the body 
dies, thus Allah bestows on us a 
certain immortality, for only Allah 
is truely immortal, the sixth pillar 
is belief in the ultimate will of Allah, 
that though we must strive and do 
our best in every possible way we 
must always remember to surrender 
ourselves to His will, it is the neg- 
lect of this that causes a lot of the 
evil present in this world today ; 
the seventh pillar is the belief in the 
Day of Judgement, when we will 
face the radiant and supreme wisdom 
of our Lord to beseech His mercy 
on our souls. 

Then we come to the Five Pillars 
of Wisdom, the first pillar being 
the belief in the one God alone, 
Allah, and His last messenger Mu- 
hammad (may pe&ct be upon him) 
who was yet the first ; the second 
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a painful punishment! On the day 
when it will be heated in the fire 
of Hell, then their foreheads and 
their sides and their backs will be 
branded with it : this is what 
you hoared up for yourselves, to 
taste what you used to hoard.") 
And : 

( And let not those who are 
niggardly in spending that which 
God has granted them out of his 
grace think that it is good for 
them. May, it is evil for them. 
They shall have a collar of niggard- 
liness on their necks on the Day of 
Resurrection . . . ) 

And the Prophet said : 
" Whomever God granted wealth 
and he withheld the poor-rate, his 
wealth shall be. pictured for him 
on the Day Judgment as a big sanke 
with two lorns, and it will fold 
around his body and hold up his 
cheecks saying : 1 am your hoarded

The caliph had earned a good 
name for justice. Trie story told 
by the woman, by name Mughira, 
set the blood of Mamun boiling ; 
his face glowed with anger. He at 
once ordered 'Abbas to stand by the 
side of the plaintiff, so that every 
distinction be wiped out.' Abbas, 
being guilty, could not clear his 
position. But Mughira was so elo- 
quent in giving vent to her corn- 



money, 1 am your wealth." 

It is also reported through 
Abdullah ibn Omar that the Prophet 
said : 

" immigrants and helpers ! 
There are five evils I take refuge 
in God not to befall you. If adultry 
appears among people, they will be 
stricken with such ills as not 
happened to their past generations. 
If they do not give right measure 
in their scales, they will be tried 
with poverty, scarcity of provisions, 
and injustice of their rulers. If they 
prevent the poor-rate, they will be 
denied rain from the sky, except 
for the sake of their animals. 
If they do not fulfil the Covenant of 
God and His Messenger, God will 
raise against them those take away 
some of what they possess. And if 
their rulers do not rule according 
to the Law of God, the fighting 
among them will be severe." 



pelled right that her very eyes, 
sparkling with passionate anger, 
seemed to speak for the worth in 
her bosom. 

The nobles could not reconcile 
the audacity of the woman with 
forebea ranee of the Caliph. One of 
them could not help saying : 

« 0, woman ! Such conduct doe* 
not become in the presence of the 
caliph. You are so rude >. 
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a due share for tht beggar and lor 
one who is a needy." 

In the chapter of " Al-Qalam * 
the pen", the Holy Qur'an relates 
the story of the people who owned 
a garden and who intended to cut 
out its fruits to deny the rights of 
the poor in those fruits, and how 
they were doomed : 

"But a visitation came from 
your lord, came out on it (the garden) 
while they slept. So it became as 
black, barren land. " 

The Holy Qur'an also says :

" Have you seen who belies 
religion ? That ii the one who is 
rough to the orphan. And urges not 
the feeding of the needy." 

In another verse, the Holy Qur'an 
warns the disbelievers who are 
characterised by withholding the 
poor rate in this way : 

"... And woe to the disbelie- 
vers ! Who give not the poor-rate, 
and who deny the Hereafter." 

The Holy Book urges us to pay 
the poor-rate in this verse : 

" And keep up prayer and 

pay the poor-rate and offer to God 
a goodly gift. .. " 



cAnas», the companion of the 
Prophet reported that a man came 
to the Prophet and saide : "0 Mes- 
senger of God ! 1 possess a good 
amount of wealth and I have a great 
number of relatives. Tell me how 
should I spend ? > The Prophet said: 
"You have to pay the poor-rate out 
of your, wealth, for it is a clean* 
liness for it, and keep your relation 
to your relatives, and know the 
right of the unfortunate, the neigh- 
bour, and the beggar." 

"Aysha" also reported that the 
Prophet said : " I swear that there 
are three things, the performer of 
which is participating in three 
shares in Islam : Prayer, fasting, 
and almsgiving." It is reported in 
"Al-Bukhari" and "Muslim" that 
Garir ibn Abdullah said : " I paid 
the oath of allegiance to the 
Prophet that I will keep up prayer, 
pay the poor-rate, and give good 
council to every Muslim." 

Those who withhold almsgiving 
are spoken ofj in they Holy Qur'an 
in this sharp; language :

('*... And those who hoard 
up gold and silver and spend it 
not in God's [way, announce to them 
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" They isk you as| to what they 
can spend. Say: Whsjt ever wealth 
you spend, it is for ttte parents and 
the near oi Kin and the orphans and 
the needy and the wayfarer. And 
whatever good you do, God surely 
is Knower oi it." ) 

When Muslims were settled and 
the circle of their life was expanded 
through immigration to Medina, the 
amount of Zakat was fixed regarding 
all kind of wealth. So the amount 
of almsgiving regarding the harvests 
that were irrigated by rain was the 
tenth of it, and those which were 
irrigated by mashints was half 
tenth. The fourth of the tenth was 
the amount prescribed nn gold and 
silver, and the same was fixed regar- 
ding the articles ot trade. Those 
amounts were payable yearly. As to 
the almsgiving on animals such as 
camels, sheep and cows, the amounts 
are fixad in a special manner. 

The reason behind the difference 
of the amount of Zakat, regarding 
the different amounts of wealth, is 
due to the difference of effort which 
is paid toward the eaniing of wealth. 
The more one pays in his effort to 
earn wealth, the less he gives in the 
amount of Zakat, and vice versa. 

QUESTION : 

What are the proofs to evidence 
the prescription of Zakat (almsgiving) 
in the Holy Qur'an and the Sunna? 



ANSWER : 

We said before that there are 
eighty two verses in the Holy Qur'a$ 
in which almsgiving is mentioned 
together with prayer. Among these 
verses we read : 

"And the believers, men and 
women, are friends one of another. 
They enjoin good and forbid evil 
and keep up prayer and pay the 
poor-rete ..." and : 

" Those who, if we establish 
them in the earth, well keep up 
prayer and pay the poor-rate and 
enjoin good and forbid evil. ." 

In the chapter of Al-Muddathir, 
the Holy Qur'an relates the profes- 
sion of the people of Hell, and tells 
us about the reason of their mise- 
rable situation : 

"... They ask one another - 
About the guilty : What has brought 
you into hell ? They will say : We 
were not of those who performed 
prayer. Nor we did feed the poor. " 
God, the Almighty, praises the 
praises the believers in this way : 
. rJ >l, jfU > ^r 1 J> ' 

"And in their wealth there was 
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you (alon) and seek your help, 1 say : 
To my servant what he a asked for. 
And when he says : Guide us *o the 
right way, the way of those on 
whom you bestowed your favour, not 
those you are angry of them nor 
those who are stray, I say : Surely 
to My servant what he requested, 

No wonder, then, to state that 
the Prayer supports the believer with 
big spiritual power. Dr. Alexis Car- 
rel says in this respect: "The Prayer 
is a great sourse of vitality. As a 
physician I have seen many patients 
who were cured through prayer when 
the drugs failed to feal them. 

Certainly the prayer is like the 
mineral of radium, a source of power 
and vitality." 

Through prayer we are connected 
with the Originator of the universe, 
who help us over the difficulties of 
life. Our appeal to God in our Prayer 
is certainly a spiritual force which 
help us and give us peace and hap- 
piness. 

What is the second worship 
prescribed in Islam ? 

The second worship prescribed 
in Islam is almsgiving "Zakat". It is 
one of the five pillars of Islamic 
faith. It is mentioned to gether with 
prayer in eighty two verses in the 
Holy Quran. It is prescribed in both 
ihe Holy Quran and the Sunna. It 



is reported thuough "Ion Abbas* that 
the Prophet ( peace be upon him ) 
said to his companion " Mu'adh ibn 
Jabal" when the Prophet sent him 
in a mission to Yemen : " You are 
going to reajch a people who are 
followers of divine books. So call 
them to witness that there is no god 
but Allah and that I am the Messen- 
ger of God, If they accept, tell 
them that God has prescribed on 
them five prayers daily. If they 
obey, this, then tell them that God 
has prescribed on them a poor-rate 
in their wealth, to be taken from the 
rich among them and given back to 
the poor. If they accept to pay the 
poor-rate, do not follow the best and 
the dearest things of their wealth to 
take the poor-rate out of them. And 
guard against the call of the oppres- 
sed one, for the appeal of the 
oppressed supplicant is liable to 
reach God promptly.** 

Zakat was prescribed in Mecca 
undefined and unristricted to a spe- 
cial amount. It was left to the per- 
sonal feeling of the rich toward the 
poor. The Quran says : 

(*'... An they ask you as to 
what they can spend. Say : What 
you can spare ...'') and :

What is the reason behind ma- 
king the Prayer five times every t 
day ? 

God prescribed the Prayer on 
the believers in a timely order lor 
five times a day, in order to be a 
continuous spiritual exercise. Thi* 
was illustrated by the Prophet when 
he asked some of his companions : 

Suppose that you wash yourself 
up five times a day in a nearby 
river, would that leave out any dirt 
on you ? They answered : Certainly 
not. He said : This is like the five 
daily Prayers. They wash away all 
sins. The Prophet pictured that 
meaning in another time. He was 
sitting under a tree and beside him 
there was his companion " Salman 
AI-Farisi," and the Prophet picked 
up a dry branch out of the tree and 
shook it until all its leaves fell down, 
and said ; Salman ! You may be 
wondering why 1 do this ? Know 
then that if the Muslim rhaks a good 
ablution and performs the Five 
Prayers his sins will fall away from 
him just as the leaves of this branch. 
Then the Prophet recited this Verse :

("And keep up Prayer at the 
two ends of the day and in the first 
hours of the night. Surely good 
deeds take away evil deeds. This is 
a reminder for the mindful.") 

Besides taking away sins, the 
Prayers transfer man from the world 
of hate and strife to the peaceful 
moments of humility and fear in the 
eyes of God. The Five Prayers are 
like five spiritual meals of appeal 
to God, which illumine his heart, 
and take the praying one from earth 
to heaven. They enable man to ask 
the Only Creator, the Self-Sufficient, 
who answers the applicant who ap» 
peals to Him Who said : I divided 
the Prayer between Myself and My 
servant. The portion of My servant 
is that I answer htm. So when he 
says in his Prayer : Praise be to 
God, the lord of the Wortds, I say : 
My servant praised Me. When he 
says : The Beneficent, the Merciful, 
I say : My servant exalted Me. When 
he says : The Owner of the Day of 
Judgment, 1 say : My servant glori- 
| fied Me. When he says : We worship 
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man kind as it embellished life, by 
providing man with a brilliant and 
superior idealogy which covers the 
entire field of human conditions. 
By this brilliant system of life the 
prophet Muhammad lifted up a 
nation sunk so low as were the 
Arabs and made of them, in a short 
period of time, torch - bearers of a 
high culture and a great civilization. 
This system could unify the discor- 
dant elements of a society into 
a harmonious nation. 

The ideal life that Islam seaks 
man to pursue is an ideal of de- 
veloping and growing of itself to 
satisfy his future needs.

proposition; his reason (revolts against

It is blind nature, lifeless matter 
and senseless electrons which have 
made this perfectly conceived and 
organised universe, without there 
being any intelligent will behind it?
